Kissinger Seeking Sadat Support 


ALEXANDRIA. Egypt (IP I) 
— Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger arrived from Algiers 
today to seek additional support 
from President Anwar Sadat in 
attaining an Israeli-Syrian 
cease-fire and a troop disen­ 
gagement agreement. He al­ 
ready had won Soviet and Alge­ 
rian support. 
Kissinger arrived at a small 
airport about 70 miles from this 
Mediterranean port city. Egyp­ 
tian Foreign Minister Ismail 
Fahmi met him at the airport 
and escorted him by helicopter 
to the Maamoura rest house on 
Alexandria’s outskirts, where 
Sadat awaited him 
Algerian President Houari 
Boumedienne endorsed Kissin­ 
ger’s Middle East peace efforts 
in talks in Algiers last night 
and 
today —an important 
achievement because of Bou- 
medienne’s special relationship 
with Syrian President Hafez 
Assad. Sadat also has a close 
relationship with Assad. 
In Alexandria, Kissinger was 
to have his first round of talks 
with Sadat shortly after arrival, 


Nixon Economic

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Sen. 
George S. McGovern, D-S.D , 
today accused the administra­ 
tion of ’total incompetence” in 
handling the economy but op­ 
posed giving President Nixon 
standby wage-priee control au 
thority.

these conversations, so they 
can determine for themselves, 


beyond question, that the tran­ 
scripts are accurate and that 
everything on the tapes rele­ 
vant to my knowledge and my 
actions on Watergate is includ 
cd.” 


Nixon added: “ The task of 
Chairman Rodino and Con­ 
gressman Hutchinson will be 
made .simpler by the fact that 
the work of preparing the tran­ 
scripts has been completed; all 
they will need to do is satisfy 
themselves of their authenticity 
and completeness.”

fore the week is over,’' he said 
If no one else makes the move, 
he would, he said.

White House Says Tapes 
Prove Nixon Is Innocent 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
White House said today that 
“ not once does it appear” in 
transcripts of Watergate con­ 
versations that President Nixon 
was engaged in a criminal plot 
to obstruct justice. 
In issuing a 50-page summary 
* white paper.” the White House 
launched a full-fledged attack 
on John W Dean III, fired one 
year ago today as presidential 
counsel Much of the document 
dealt with Nixon’s Sept. 15, 
1972, and March 21. 1973, con­ 
versations with Dean, who later 
became the President’s chief 
accuser. 
The summary' was presented 
to substantiate Nixon’s asser­ 
tion last night in a TV’ address 
that his release of 1.200 pages 
of the transcripts would clear 
him of any involvement in Wat­ 
ergate and would "tell it all ” 
In his gamble against im­ 
peachment. Nixon decided to 
give not only committee mem­ 


bers but the nation a look at his 
private conversations within 
the Oval Office—transcripts 
which he says will embarrass 
him but clear him of any part 
in either the Watergate break- 
in or its cover-up. 
He said the transcripts— mi­ 
nus “ portions not relevant to 
my knowledge of actions with 
regard to Watergate”—include 
“ the rough as well as the 
smooth” and with other materi­ 
als provided the committee 
“ will tell all ” 
Saying "every day absorbed 
by Watergate is a day lost from 
the 
work 
that 
must 
be 
done ..with the great problems 
that affect your prosperity, af­ 
fect your security, that could 
affect your lives." Nixon told 
Americans 
“ The materials...will provide 
all the additional evidence to 
get Watergate behind us and to 
get it behind us now " 
In reference to the Sept. 15 


conversation, the day the orig­ 
inal seven Watergate indict­ 
ments were handed down, the 
summary says that Nixon told 
Dean. 
“ But the way you have han­ 
dled all this seems to me has 
been very skillful, putting your 
finger in the leaks that have 
sprung here and have sprung 
there.” 
The white paper said Nixon 
made the statement "in the 
context not of a criminal plot to 
obstruct justice as Dean al­ 
leges, but rather in the context 
of the politics of the matter.” 
Dean testified at the Senate 
Watergate hearings last sum 
mer Nixon in that conversation 
had congratulated him for con­ 
taining the investigation of the 
Watergate break-in. 
In reference to Nixon’s con­ 
versation with Dean on March 
21—the date the President said 
he first learned of the scope of

WASHINGTON <l’Pl» - The 
Consumer Product Safety Com­ 
mission issued a nationwide 
ban today on the sale of all 
firecrackers effective in June 
The action means the fire­ 
crackers are to be removed 
from the market before the 
Fourth of July celebrations 
The commission said it also 
would impose stiff new rules to 
insure the safety of all other 
firework devices and would 
launch a nationwide education 
campaign warning consumers 
of fireworks dangers. 
Certain kinds of firecrackers, 
such as M80s, cherry bombs 
and others containing large 
charges (rf powder, have been 
outlawed for several years un­ 
der federal regulations Tues­ 
day’s action extends the ban to 
all firecrackers.

of firecrackers and other pyro­ 
technic devices

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U.S. Holdings To Be Nationalized 
CARACAS (UPI) — American executives tried 
today to learn the details of a surprise Venezue­ 
lan plan to nationalize the local holdings of U.S. 
Steel, Bethlehem, Sears Roebuck 
and a Rockefeller-owned supermar­ 
ket chain. 
President Carlos Andres Perez, in 
a special message to Congress, an­ 
nounced plans last night to cancel 
iron ore exploitation rights held by 
the two American steel firms. The 
rights were to run until the year 
2000. 
U.S. Steel and Bethlehem have 
been mining rich iron deposits in Venezuela's 
southeastern Guayana region since the 1930's, 
investing more than $500 million. 
Perez, who took office 49 days ago, announced 
the Sears and Rockefeller nationalizations earlier 
yesterday in a speech to union leaders.

SAIGON (UPI) — South Viet­ 
namese troops, tanks and war­ 
planes, in a running battle with 
Communist forces on the ap­ 
proaches to Saigon, pushed into 
Cambodia for the first time 
since the cease-fire declaration, 
military sources said today. 
O fficers said governm ent 
forces crossed the Cambodian 
frontier 40 miles west of the 
capital and pushed at least 24 
miles into Communist sanctuar­ 
ies over the border 
Incomplete field reports said 
North and South Vietnamese 
armies fought at least two bat­ 
tles inside Cambodia today.

three miles south of Phnom 
Penh.

Bomber Search 


BELFAST (UPI) - British 
troops cordoned off a large 
area of a Roman Catholic dis­ 
tric t in B elfast today in a 
search for Irish Republican 
Army (IRA) ‘‘proxy'’ bombers. 
The British arm y ordered the 
search after IRA gunmen hi­ 
jacked a truck in the city's 
Andersonstown district Monday 
and packed the vehicles with 
explosives. 
An arm y spokesman said the 
extrem ists forced one of the 
drivers to take the vehicle to a 
police station in the town of 
Lisburn while a second driver 
was held hostage. 
The truck bomb wrecked the 
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police station eight miles south 
of Belfast, but nobody was hurt 
because the driver jum ped 
from the speeding truck and 
yelled an alarm. 


More Trials Set 


SANTIAGO (UPI) - The 
right wing military junta made 
preparations today to court 
martial more than two dozen 
top officials in the Marxist gov­ 
ernment of the late President 
Salvador Allende 


Interior Undersecretary Col. 
Enrique Montero said 29 former 
Allende officials detained on 
frigid Dawson Island in the 
windswept Straits of Magellan 
would be moved to Santiago 
this week for military trials.

He said 47 prisoners in the 
rustic Dawson Island stockade 
have already been convicted of 
prison terms, ranging from one 
year to life, and “various’' oth­ 
ers have been freed.

VIENNA (UPI) — The world s 
major oil exporting nations an­ 
nounced plans today to consider 
levying a tax on petroleum 
company earnings in a bid to 
get an even bigger share of fuel 
profits. 
The Organization of Petro­ 
leum E x p o rtin g C o u n tries 
fOPEC) said the decision would 
be made next June during an 
overall review of long-term oil 
price policy. 
A panel of experts from 
O PEC ’s 12-member nations. 
which produce 85 per cent of 
the world’s oil exports, was 
scheduled today t* conclude a 
tax study expet !ed to provide 
the information lor making the 
decision. 
OPEC said tlie panel’s find­ 
ings would be submitted at the 
summer meeting of OPEC oil 
ministers in Quito, Ecuador. 


Price Controls 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
long-shot move to force contin­ 
ued wage-price control authori­ 
ty on President Nixon has run 
into opposition from two influ­ 
ential Democrats. 
With all control authority set 
to expire at midnight tonight, 
the Senate began debate yester­ 
day on a bill that would give 
Nixon power to control areas of 
the economy affected by seri­ 
ous inflation. 
Although there is no chance 
the bill could become law by 
tonight, it would give Nixon the 
power to roll back prices to 
today’s levels 
But the chairman and second- 
ranking Democrat on the Sen­ 
ate 
Banking Com m ittee — 
Sens. John Sparkman, D-Ala., 
and William Proxmire, D-Wis. 
— said during debate that they 
strongly opposed any extension 
of controls.

Israel said its planes attacked 
in waves today against Syrian 
positions on Mount Hermon 
while tank and artillery duels 
blazed on the Golan Heights 
below for the 50th consecutive 
day. Secretary of State Henry 
A. Kissinger was reported seek­ 
ing a cease-fire there before 
sta rt od any disengagem ent 
talks. 


D am ascus Radio said the 
fighting on the Golan Heights 
was so fierce that long lines of 
Israeli settlers on the disputed 
heights were fleeing back into 
Israel. Israeli officials disputed 
the report as did several of the 
Israeli settlers. 
An Israel1 military spokes­ 
man said the Israeli planes 
attacked in waves in strikes 
that lasted about 30 minutes 
and that the planes encountered 
no Syrian interception as they 
did Monday when Syrian and 
Israeli planes fought the big­ 
gest aerial battle ^ince the Oc­ 
tober war. He said all planes 
returned safely to base. 
On the ground, the Syrians 
directed artillery and tank fire 
at Israeli positions in the north­ 
ern sector of the October war 
battlefield and the southern sec­ 
tor of the Golan Heights west of 
the 1967 cease-fire line, the 
military command said. Israeli 
gunners returned the fire. 
Syrian com muniques said 
Syrian forces destroyed three 
Israeli tanks, blew up an am ­ 
munition depot and killed or 
wounded a number of israeli 
troops early today in fighting 
that spread from Mount Her­ 
mon all along the front. Israel 
reported one of its soldiers 
wounded. 
The latest Israeli air strike 
came as Kissinger held talks in 
Algiers with President Houari 
Boumedienne on the way to 
Egypt. Israel and Syria in his 
latest effort to arrange a troop 
disengagement agreement. U.S. 
diplomats in /Algiers said Kis­ 
singer would seek to arrange a 
cease-fire before he tries to 
bring Israel and Syria to any 
conference table. O therw ise 
there were fears the fighting 
could disrupt his peace efforts. 
Israeli diplomatic sources re­ 
ported some friction between 
Kissinger and Israeli Foreign 
Minister Aba Eban. U.S. Am­ 
bassador Kenneth B. Keating 
asked for a meeting in Tel Aviv 
today with Eban to express 
official U.S. displeasure at 
E bans public criticism of the 
United States last week for 
voting in favor of a U.N. Securi­ 
ty Council resolution condemn­ 
ing an Israeli retaliatory raid 
against Lebanon 
The Tel Aviv new spaper 
Ha’aretz said the cabinet would 
reject Syrian calls for Israeli 
withdraw al from the Golan 
Heights. The newspaper said 
Israel wanted a formal U.N. 
buffer zone between the oppos­ 
ing armies rather than U.N. 
observers posted on both sides 
of the truce line. 
The secretary was to arrive 
in Israel on Thursday and go on 
to Syria the next day in hopes 
of arranging another successful 
round of shuttle diplomacy in 
the Middle East. He worked out 
an Israeli-Egyptian disengage­ 
ment pact last January. 
A military spokesman in Da­ 
mascus said Syrian artillery 
destroyed five Israeli tanks and 
damaged a radar station yes­ 
terday in clashes that continued 
into the night on 9.232-foot 
Mount Hermon. 
Damascus Radio said Syrian 
jets shot down five Israeli 
planes and air defenses brought 
down another in yesterday's 
lichting. The broadcast report­ 
ed the loss of two Syrian 
planes.

More Price 
Hikes Seen 
By Chrysler 


DETROIT (UPI) - Chrysler 
Corp . which announced yester­ 
day it is increasing the average 
price of its cars and trucks by 
$99 per vehicle, probably will 
boost prices once again before 
the 1975 models are introduced 
in September. 


Blam ing the now-expiring 
price controls, Chrysler Chair­ 
man Lynn Townsend told news­ 
men the latest price boost will 
help the No. 3 automaker recov­ 
er just part of the higher costs 
it has had since last August. He 
said inflation and spiraling 
costs will continue. 


“ We may even have to take 
another price increase before 
the end of the 1974 model 
year, 
said Townsend. “There 
definitely will be substantial 
price increases on the 1975 
models." 
The latest round of price 
boosts was started by Chrysler 
just hours after it announced 
profits in the first quarter to­ 
taled $1.6 million, down 98.2 per 
cent from last year’s record 
levels. 
There was no immediate pric­ 
ing action by General Motors 
Corp., the acknowledged price- 
setter that reported an 85 per 
cent drop in profits in the first 
three months Ford Motor Co.’s 
financial report, also expected 
to show a sharp decline, was 
due today. 
The initial price increase on 
the 1975 models could be as 
much as $200 a car, with about 
$150 covering the cost of the 
adding catalytic converters to 
clean up exhaust gases. The 
new increases on the 1974 mod­ 
els, effective Wednesday, range 
from $77 on the two-door Plym­ 
outh Duster with a six-cylinder 
engine to $211 on the Imperial 
Lebaron four-door hardtop. 
Townsend said the price and 
wage controls that expire to­ 
night have been kept on the 
economy too long. 
“ My recom m endations to 
government at this point would 
be to keep their hands off and 
take whatever bulge we have to 
take here to permit the free 
enterprise system to get back 
to work and I’m 'rn sure this 
will begin to relieve shortages.'' 
he said.

Gurney Seeks Dismissal

TALLAHASSEE, Fla. (UPI) 
— U.S. Sen. Edward J. Gurney, 
R-Fla., declaring he is “abso­ 
lutely innocent” of violating 
Florida election laws, today 
sent his attorney to accept a 
summons and file motions for 
dismissal of charges contained 
in a sealed grand jury indict­ 
ment. 


Gurney admits he learned of 
a $100,000 contribution in 1972 
but held it because he was not a 
candidate and had no campaign 
apparatus set up for publicly 
reporting it. He was charged 
under a law that prohibits ac­ 
ceptance of contributions until 
a campaign treasurer and bank 
account is designated. 


Thereafter, the person must 
file quarterly reports of contri­ 
butions and expenditures. The 
law, according to the attorney 
general, applies both to candi­ 
dates or persons intending to 
become candidates. 
“ Actual candidacy or an an­ 
nouncement of candidacy," he 
said, “were not prerequisites to 
application of the statute.” 
Therefore, legal authorities 
said, an elected official who 
accepted a campaign contribu­ 
tion prior to naming a cam ­ 
paign treasurer and depository 
was in violation of the law

Prompted in part by the energy 
crisis, the state of California 
has installed its first windmill. 


Located at Folsom Lake s 
Goose Flat, just across from 
Rattle Snake Bar, the big fan 
atop the windmill’s 33-foot tow­ 
er started turning Friday. 


“ It's a sign of the times." 
said Bill Curry, a Department 
of Navigation and Ocean Devel­ 
opment engineer who is in 
charge of the project at the 
remote lake campground for 
boaters. 


Curry said the windmill was 
picked for the power source for 
fresh campground water be­ 
cause of the "prohibitive cost of 
bringing in electricity and the 
daily hassle of maintaining a 
gasoline generator. 


The $6,200 windmill, built by 
Wayne Drilling Co. of Newcas­ 
tle. is the first of its kind at any 
state facility in California and 
is more or less an experiment. 
Curry said there was a great 
potential for windmill use for 
water and power at other state 
recreation sites.

Private Schools Do It 
Cheaper, Survey Finds

\ most intersting finding has been 
made in a recent report submitted to the 
legislature. It holds that private schools 
are doing a better job in education than 
the public schools and for much less 
money 
The report covers a driver training 
evaluation study made by UCLA's School 
pf Engineering and Applied Science Se­ 
lecting 16 public schools and 15 commer­ 
cial schools at random throughout the 
state, the researchers followed the train 
mg and the results of 12.000 students The 
study cost $300,000 and had been ordered 
by the legislature 
* Since it was limited to driver training. 
4t cannot be concluded that the same 
Results would be found in other compare 
*ons between private and public educa 
lion programs 
But it should suggest 
harder looks at the efficiency of the 
public schools.

Ford As President Would 
Not Change Foreign Policy 


America s friends and allies overseas 
are unduly concerned about continuity of 
United States foreign policy. As they read 
the news from Washington, and recognize 
the possibility of a change in the presi­ 
dency 
they 
wonder, 
not surprisingly, 
whether change in the person at the top 
might mean change in policies toward 
the outside world. 


Obviously, any change at the top is 
likely to cause some adjustment in such 
policies. Vet the evidence is by this time 
conclusive that a change from Richard 
Nixon to Gerald Ford would cause almost 
negligible change in U.S. foreign policies. 


THERE ARE TWO powerful reasons 
making for continuity 
First, Nixon policies have been gener­ 
ally popular with American public opin­ 
ion and also with the Congress. The 
reconciliation with China, the detente 
with the Soviet Union, and the search for 
a stable peace in the Middle East are all 
substantially bipartisan. The only serious 
criticism of any of these policies comes 
from Zionists who would like to slow the 
pace of detente for leverage in Moscow 
for the benefit of Israel and to increase 
the flow of emigration visas from the 
Soviet Union. But there is massive sup­ 
port even for the detente policy. 
Second, the architect and prime execu­ 
tor of Nixon foreign policies is Henry 
Kissinger, who enjoys the highest job 
security rating in Washington. Vice Pres­ 
ident Ford has asserted that in the event 
of his accession to the presidency he 
would iivite Kissinger to stay on at the 
State Department 
And Kissinger has 
replied that he would do so. 
Add that Ford is satisfied with the body 
of Nixon foreign policy and has given it 
consistent support 
There is no reason to think that he 
would want to make any im portant 
changes. Since his own interests and 
experience and background have been 
largely in domestic affairs it is likely that 
he would, if anything, give Mr. Kissinger 
more rather than less freedom in foreign 
policy management 


THE ONLY SERIOUS pressure for 
change would come from the Senate.

They had to 
be made bv a Republican president, but 
were generally acceptable, indeed popu­ 
lar, among Democrats. 
The most important criticism of Nixon 
foreign policy has been over his treat­ 
ment 
of the 
European allies. 
He is 
accused of neglecting and underestimat­ 
ing the importance of the old alliances 
with (he firends of Western Europe. But 
this is not a criticism of a true policy. It 
is a charge of neglecting established 
bipartisan foreign policy. 
Kissinger could meet this criticism and 
correct the relations with Western Eu­ 
rope just as easily under the Ford mantle 
as under the Nixon. And Kissinger is just 
as likely to go on having trouble with the 
NATO allies under one president as 
under the other. The trouble here is more 
of Kissinger’s own making than of Presi­ 
dent Nixon's.

Watergate Prosecutions Move 
Slowly But Irreversibly 


WASHINGTON — The massive process 
of the Watt rgate prosecution moves on 
with no end in sight. Important indict­ 
ments are still to come involving the milk 
fund. ITT. and illegal campaign contribu­ 
tions tied to ambassadorships and other 
anticipated rewards. 
Special Prosecutor Leon Jaworski is 
proceeding without fear or favor with the 
able legal staff largely inherited from 
Archibald Cox when he went with Atty. 
Gen 
Elliot Richardson in the infamous 
Saturday massacre. 
The .sequence of the trials extends 
farther into the future than Jaworski had 
contemplated, since his goal is to finish 
the job as expeditiously as possible and 
return to his law practice in Texas. 


THE SPECIAL PROSECUTOR has his 
own tape deadline with the White House. 
He set May 2 as the date for response by 
the president to his request for 46 tapes 
as well as documents and transcripts 
essential for the trials to come. 
If the president and his lawyer. James 
St. Clair, refuse to comply, or if they 
reply only in part at their own discretion. 
Jaworski will take the matter to the 
courts. In the showdown it is likely to go 
to the Supreme Court 
The legal base is stronger than if the 
material was being subpoenaed for a 
grand jury Under a decision repeatedly 
upheld by the Supreme Court, any person 
must yield what is considered evidence 
necessary for the defense in a criminal 
trial.

BUENOS A IRES (UPI) - 
U.S. oil executive Victor E. 
Samuelson headed home today, 
ending a record $14.2 million, 
144-day kidnap ordeal at the 
hands of leftist guerrillas. 


A spokesman for the Esso 
Argentina Oil Co. said the 37- 
year-old Cleveland native ap­ 
peared “ in good health, both 
mentally and physically, jovial, 
and in a good humor." 
The company spokesman said 
Samuelson, manager of Esso’s 
Campana, Argentina, refinery, 
was “ well treated” in the two 
“people’s jails” where he was 
held. 


A spokesman for Braniff said 
Samuelson was scheduled to 
arrive in New York af noon 
EDT today on a flight from 
Buenos Aires with stops in 
Asuncion, La Paz, Lima and 
Panama 
Esso, a subsidiary of the 
Exxon Corp., bowed to the de­ 
mands of the Marxist People’s 
Revolutionary Army (ERP) af­ 
ter the guerrillas threatened to 
shoot Samuelson and send his 
body home in a coffin draped 
with a U.S. flag. 
Samuelson was seized Dec 6 
in the cafeteria of the Esso 
refinery at Campana. 50 miles 
north of Buenos Aires. On 
March ll, the company gave 
the guerrillas $14,2 million, the 
largest ransom ever paid for a 
kidnap victim 
Just when company officials 
had begun to give up hope of 
finding him alive, Samuelson 
showed up yesterday morning, 
49 days after the ransom was 
paid, at the home of his family 
doctor. 
After his release he had a cup 
of tea with the doctor's son, 
Federico Blister, a 22-year-old 
medical student, and was driv­ 
en to the Esso offices. 
"He told me to take him 
downtown and don t ask any 
questons," Blister said. "He 
said he was wearing the same 
suit he had on when they kid­ 
naped him." 
The student said ^amuelson 
looked “ in good health" and 
"did not show any signs of 
nervousness, but he was very 
disoriented.”

Financial sources said tho 49- 
dav delay in the release was 
due to ERPS need to "launder" 
the money —that is. transfer 
the funds through several bank 
checks and drafts to make the 
ransom difficult to trace. 
The sources said Exxon deliv­ 
ered the 300-pound ransom in 
suitcases containing 142,000 
bills in $100 denominations. 
Samuelson had already writ­ 
ten his “ last letter" to his wife 
and three children when word 
came that Exxon would pay, 
the sources said 
Samuelson was one of 190 
persons kidnaped in Argentina 
last year. 
Twelve other abducted for­ 
eigners were returned after 
payment of ransoms, including 
two multimillion dollar sums 
given to ERP. 
ERP, Argentina's most active 
guerrilla group, was also hold­ 
ing two kidnaped army colonels 
in hopes of exchanging the offi­ 
cers for captured guerrillas. 
ERP units also took credit for 
the April 12 kidnaping and 
shooting of American diplomat 
Alfred Laun, 36. of Kiel. Wis. 
Laun, released by the guerril­ 
las within hours of his abduc­ 
tion, was recuperating in Pana­ 
ma from a bullet wound in the 
abdomen. 
The guerrilla group last year 
forced Ford’s Argentine branch 
to give $1 million worth of 
>upplies to poor areas after 
ERP riflemen killed an em­ 
ploye and threatened to kidnap 
others. 


FBI Alert 
For New 
SLA Acts 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
The FBI said today it is on full 
alert for any new action by the 
Symbionese Liberation Army 
kidnapers of Patricia Hearst 
prior to Friday’s deadline for 
returning the girl unharmed in 
order to win another $4 million 
food ransom. 
If Miss Hearst is not released 
by Friday, the $4 million placed 
in escrow by the Hearst Corp. 
as ransom for her safe return 
will be withdrawn. 


Charles W. Bates, the FBI 
agent in charge of the investi­ 
gation, said he did not know 
whether the SLA would take 
some further action before the 
deadline. 


“ I don't see any evidence of 
that specifically,’’ Bates said. 
“ They didn't refer to it in their 
last communique, so we have 
no basis to think that. However, 
we’re remaining on the alert." 
There has been no communi­ 
cation from the SLA since last 
Wednesday, when the 20-year- 
old newspaper heiress kidnaped 
Feb. 4 said in a tape recording 
that she participated willingly 
in an April 15 bank robbery in 
which two persons were shot 
and wounded 
Miss Hearst’s father, Ran­ 
dolph A. Hearst, president and 
editor of the San Francisco 
Examiner, has already paid 
$500,000 of his own money in a 
giveaway food program for Bay 
Area needy, and the Hearst 
Foundation contributed $1.5 
million more. 
The Hearst Corp. placed an­ 
other $4 million in escrow April 
2 and said if Miss Hearst is 
released by Friday, $2 million 
would be paid out at once and 
the other $2 million next Janu- 


Writer Says America 
Must Re-find Poetry 


ary. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Rob­ 
ert Penn Warren, poet, novelist, 
critic and teacher, says he is 
“ not at all pessimistic” about 
America’s future, but he is 
worried about what he calls a 
decaying concept of self among 
Americans. 
Warren, the only American 
writer to have won the Pulitzer 
prize for both poetry and fic­ 
tion, yesterday delivered the 
first of two Jefferson Lectures, 
sponsored by the National Insti­ 
tute for the Humanities. 
He said at a news conference 
before the first of the talks that 
he wras concerned about a de­ 
caying concept of self and its 
implications for American de­ 
mocracy. 
"Without the concept of self­ 
hood,’’ Warren said, “ there 
can't be any democracy. The 
question of the assault on the 
decay of the notion of the re­ 
sponsible self has become a key 
subject matter of American lit­ 
erature." 
According to Warren, it is 
poetry that "is the dynamic 
affirmation of, and the image 
of. the concept of self," and it is 
this concept which must be 
made to stand against the “ in­ 
terlocking structure” of sci­ 
ence, technology and the large 
organization.

A Major House Victory 
On Taxing Oil Companies 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
House Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee approved legislation to­ 
day that would cost oil compa­ 
nies billions of dollars in new 
taxes. 
The tax package, approved 14 
to 5, includes a three-year phase­ 
out of the oil depletion allow­ 
ance and a temporary “ wind­ 
fall profits tax,” which actually 
is a graduated excise tax on 
crude oil prices. 


Several last-minute amend­ 
ments to the bill were defeated. 
The Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee’s staff estimated that 
the bill would produce an addi­ 
tional $13 billion to $14 billion in 
revenue from the oil industry 
over the next five years alone. 
The legislation is expected to 
pass the House easily and go to 
the Senate, probably in about 
two weeks. 


The depletion allowance per­ 
mits an oil company to deduct a 
percentage of taxable income 
up to 50 per cent of profits as 
an incentive for looking for new 
oil sources. It wouid drop from 
the present 22 per cent to 15 per 
cent in 1975, then to 8 per cent 
in 1976 and out entirely in 1977. 


The full depletion allowance 
would continue for natural gas, 
and a 15 per cent allowance 
would be allowed through 1978 
for "stripper” wells—those pro­ 
ducing less than IO barrels a 
day—and for the first 3,000 bar­ 
rels a day of any producer and 
for oil produced on Alaska’s 
North Slope. 


The windfall provision would 
be a graduated tax on any 
crude oil prices above $4.50 per 
barrel. TTie base would rise 
gradually until the tax disap­ 
peared.

spect. concluded a group of 
women last night at the Young 
Women's Christian Association. 
The absence of Margo St. 
Jam es, 
“ chairm adam e” of 
COYOTE. (Call Off Your Old 
Tired Ethics), didn t slow the 
discussion at the Knowledge is 
Power program on prostitution. 
The audience joined in to share 
their feelings about prostitutes, 
the men who solicit them and 
society. 
Society, by the virtue of its 
thinking, has required all wom­ 
en to prostitute them selves, 
said Stephany L. Kramer, pro­ 
gram moderator and a member 


of the Women’s Center at the 
YWCA. Women are raised to 
believe that they are half a 
person, to be dependent, to be 
afraid of working and support­ 
ing themselves and to be intimi­ 
dated by being self-dependent, 
she said. 
“ Whether or not women ex­ 
change their services or body 
for a car. home or coin, it’s the 
position we all find ourselves 
in." she said. ‘‘It’s important 
for women to go beyond artifi­ 
cial divisions in society. 


IF WOMEN are not interest­ 
ed in men or if they exercise

The majority of prostitutes 
are not enjoying it, said Miss 
Kramer. “ It’s a way to work, 
it s draining and the whole so­ 
ciety is down on them, 
she 
said. And ifs a myth that they 
make a lot of money, she add­ 
ed. 
Prostitutes are often from the 
extreme lower class economi­ 
cally, she said Some, she add­ 
ed. had drug addictions to sup­ 
port, some had to take care of a 
family, some were forced into it 
by an older boyfriend and many 
couldn't find work at all 
"Why assume that this is 
what they must do,” said an 
older woman in the audience, 
who added that they “do fulfill 
a need in society." 
“ You wouldn’t have to meet 
one to he sympathetic," added 
a young woman next to her. 
"It s got to start with a whole 
societal change. We have to 
open up our heads to women in 
this profession." 


THE PROSTITUTES in the 
low 
Mission District of San 
Francisco have “ low self-es­ 
teem . . . they don’t think about 
their dreams," said Miss Kra­ 
mer. “ They have an extreme 
reluctance to talk about the 
past or the future and keep 
their thoughts to themselves 
The past is painful. They just 
get through today." 
Margo St James, she said, is 
Encouraging them to change, 
to go back to school, get an 
education and get out." She is 
also helping them get away 
from the* area and assume dif­ 
ferent lifestyles, said Miss Kra­ 
mer. 
Instead of decrim inalizing, 
•which would do nothing but 
make prostitution bigger than it 
is." she would rather see the 
penalties more equal between 
the prostitute and the solicitor. 
Miss Kramer continued. 
Women have to "work toward 
understanding" prostitutes and 
“ see it as part of a large web 
of causes and influences 
from society, not independent 
from it," she said.

Adrienne Hoke is a woman 
midway into her career prepa­ 
ration. With her two daughters 
Marisa, ll, and Diane, 9, them­ 
selves in school all day, Mrs. 
Hoke delves into psychology 
studies at Dominican College. 


She also is a volunteer intern 
with the Marin County Proba­ 
tion D epartm ent, where she 
works as a probation counselor 
with some four clients. She 
finds the experience gained 
there, working with involuntary 
clients and their real-life prob­ 
lem s, good preparation for 
what she hopes will be a career 
in marriage counseling. 


“Thats what I think I’m good 
at” — people’s problems, Ad­ 
rienne explains during a chat 
on the Dominican cam pus, 
where she expects to be a 
graduating senior next spring. 


“ Friends come to me and 
talk and it’s helped them a 
couple of times. I’ve been run­ 
ning a family and living in a 
family all my life.’’ 
Her classes have taken her to 
the Family Therapy Institute in 
San Rafael to observe marriage 
counseling sessions. “You feel 
that you can do something like 
that and it is a good feeling,” 
she said.

BEGAN 
her 
Adult Probation Department in­ 
ternship as part of a psychology- 
class field work last fall and 
enjoyed it enough to stay on. 
She spends some four hours a 
month as a counselor there with 
clients who “often resist you.” 
Sometimes she makes home 
visits, others she meets at the 
Probation Department at Civic 
Center. 
Mostly it means finding out 
how the probation clients are 
getting along, Mrs. Hoke said. 
“Some counseling will be to 
get at the root of problems, 
some is to see that they get 
benefits if they are in need or to 
accompany a person with lan­ 
guage problems to attorneys or 
others.” It’s much like what 
social w orkers do, she ex­ 
plained. She and the other vol­ 
unteers are closely supervised 
by the Probation Department, 
she said. 
Adrienne Hoke always intend­ 
ed to finish college and find a 
career for herself. “ I returned 
to college because it was unfin­ 
ished business, as it is for many 
women,” she explained 
“ I always thought that my 
career would be som ething 
apart from marriage and fami­ 
ly,’’ said the Terra Linda wife 
and mother. She was graduated 
from junior college in St. Pe­ 
tersburg, Fla., “right after high 
school.” Then came a 16-year 
lapse in her education when she 
married A W. Hoke and reared 
the two girls. During that time 
she took a few courses at night, 
but she had no clear goal in 
mind when she started back at 
Dominican

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school, she stopped all volun­ 
teer work and entered Domini­ 
can as a junior. 
“ I felt that if I wanted to 
make it a full experience. I 
would have to do that," she 
stated. 
“ When I started back I had 
no clear-cut goal in mind, but 
knew psychology was my inter­ 
est. I hoped classes would help 
me formulate what I wanted, 
but I hadn’t envisioned more 
than a degree in psychology. 
“ I think now I will go for a 
m aster’s degree and marriage 
counseling.” 


Fortunately, Dominican has 
recently begun a m aster’s de­ 
gree program in psychology 
and has a link with the Family 
Therapy Institute, she added.

ADRIENNE HOKE is one of 
a growing number of “continu­ 
ing students” at Dominican — 
the over 22s who interrupted 
their education for marriage 
and family or jobs and who 
want to continue college for a 
career or to reeducate them­ 
selves for a different career. 


As such, she is heading the 
all-day Dominican “come back 
to school’’ coffee-discussion to­ 
morrow for other mature men 
or women who may be thinking 
about continuing their educa­ 
tion. The 9:30 a m. to 3 p.m. 
event will be held on the San 
Rafael campus and feature a 
panel of continuing students on 
“The Impact of College on Old­ 
er Students.” Robert Shukraft, 
chairman of the psychology de­ 
partm ent, will moderate the 
panel of Janet Clark, Dorothy 
Clifford, Tenita Deal, Christie 
Nelson, Gail Peterson and Car­ 
men Welling.

To many people, assembling 
a gallery at home is a chilling 
prospect. They have the art, 
they have the hooks, but their 
courage has all but disap­ 
peared. 
Take heart! A few very sim­ 
ple guidelines can help even the 
most insecure become experts 
at home galleries. 
First of all, decide on the 
place. If your collection is to go 
over a significant piece of furni­ 
ture, the things on the wall 
must relate to the object be­ 
neath. In other words, the col­ 
lection should have a clear vi­ 
sual size relationship to the 
table or desk or sofa or creden­ 
za beneath it. 
The height is another matter. 
If the ceiling is unusually high, 
you will want the midpoint of 
the group closer to the furniture 
than to the ceiling; a good way 
to deceive the eye is by calling 
attention to a lower level of 
interest. 


SHAPE IS the next considera­ 
tion: The outer shape of the 
collection can be any geometric 
figure. A rectangle, for in­ 
stance, will relate to the sofa 
but a tall thin vertical at one 
end of the sofa may be the 
perfect balance to a large tree 
form or a high window. 
Shapes can vary from a 
square or rectangle to a dia­ 
mond or a triangle. Triangular 
outer shapes can be particular­ 
ly useful if you like to fool the 
eye. A triangle with the point at 
the top will lend weight and 
solidarity to a delicate table 
under the collection. An upend­ 
ed triangle, or inverted pyra­ 
mid, on the other hand, can 
help lighten the look of an 
overly clunky sofa or chair. 


Most important of all to con­ 
sider about collections is the art 
itself. A proper collection must 
be works of art related either 
by color, by subject or by size. 
In other words, a group of 
prints of a tremendous variety 
of both color and subject can be 
tamed into a group configura­ 
tion by framing them in the 
same size and shape frame. 
Conversely, the size and 
shape of the frame m atter not 
at all if the art is all black-and- 
white drawings or sketches, or 
if the entire collection u one 
devoted to portraits or figure 
studies of elephants or owls. 
In a living room I designed, a 
long wall over a modular seat­ 
ing unit was the perfect place 
for a much treasured collection 
of black-and-white prints and 
sketches, including a few small 
original signed drawings. 


TO GIVE them focus, I paint 
cd the walls a soft warm cocoa 
brown as a background; the 
overall shape of the collection 
is a squarish rectangle, which 
easily fits over the sofa and 
balances in its sturdy shape the 
flamboyant arched window to 
the right of the group. 
I planned the art so that 
smaller pieces are clustered in 
sub-groups within the larger 
outline, lending one another the 
importance of their relatedness 
in space, while the larger 
pieces make a strong outline 
for the overall group. 
And now, for a bit of tech­ 
nique: To avoid a dozen unde­ 
sired nail holes, lay the entire 
collection out first on the floor 
in front of the sofa, outlining 
with a string the outermost 
boundaries composed of sofa, 
window, wall and ceiling. 
Within this space, place the 
art on the floor so that there 
are no noticeably large gaps, 


relating the work by size as 
much as possible. Then simply 
measure the spaces between 
each piece to decide where the 
nails should go, beginning from 
the bottom and working up — 


then get your hammer poised to 
begin. 
You’ll find collecting is fun; 
but hanging it can be the best 
part and make it all worthwhile 
as a gallery at home.

Earthw orks and environm en­ 
tal sculptures are absorbing in­ 
terests for many artists. Ame 
Swenson plots a grid on a six- 
by-four-foot unstretched canvas 
with latex and silver enamel. 
The crackled surface is his 
m etaphor for parched earth or 
barren outer space 


His them e is brilliantly con 
sum m ated in a sequence of 
three floor environm ents. Using 
incised bisque plaques and un 
glazed disks, fresh earth and

Aide Claims 
Most Nixon 
Taxes Paid 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - P res­ 
ident Nixon has paid most of 
his half million dollar tax bill, 
an adm inistration official said 
today. 
The odficial declined to speci­ 
fy precisely how much of the 
$467,000 owed by Nixon in back 
taxes and interest had been in 
his first installm ent to the In­ 
te rn a l R evenue S erv ice, but 
said “ most of it” was paid. 
The IRS ruled that the Presi­ 
dent had underpaid taxes for 
his White House years between 
1969 and 1972. 
Presidential aides said Nixon 
would have to borrow money to 
meet the debt, but has returned 
thousands of dollars in contri­ 
b u tio n s fro m s y m p a th e tic 
A m erican s 
who have rea d 
about his tax plight. 
Nixon won a two-month de­ 
lay, until June 15, to pay his 
1973 income taxes after the IRS 
ruling. A White House state­ 
ment said "any erro rs” in Nix­ 
on's back taxes were the re­ 
sp onsibility 
of 
those

prepared them for the Presi­ 
dent 
The President's tax returns 
over the past several years 
have been prepared by Frank

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State Is Losing 
Millions In Oil 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - State 
C ontroller Houston Flournoy 
said today California will get 
$650,000 more per day for its 
tideland oil if it wins a lawsuit 
against the Federal Energy Of­ 
fice. 
Flournoy, a Republican can­ 
didate for governor, discussed 
the suit before a legislative 
subcommittee on oil pricing, 
and he defended the role of the 
State Lands Commission in its 
effort to get top dollar for state 
oil. 
Flournoy said of a pending 
state suit against the FEO: 
“Our problem now, of course, is 
the FEO. If we win there, we 
will be able to obtain fair m ar­ 
ket value for our oil, and the 
difference today between ex­ 
empt and ceiling prices means 
$650,000 per day for the people 
of California — representing 
135.000 barrels of oil per day ” 


The issue involves the FEO’s 
so-called two-tier oil pricing 


structure, which imposes strict 
controls on current oil sources 
but imposes no ceiling on so­ 
called new oil. The difference 
between the two tiers is approx­ 
imately $4.50 and $9. 
He told subcommittee chair­ 
man, Assemblyman Ken Cory 
of Garden Grove, “I am proud 
to say, Mr. Chairman, that the 
Lands Commission has been in 
the forefront in the attem pt to 
keep the sale of the state’s 
crude oil exemption from price 
ceilings so that we may obtain 
a fair market value for our 
oil.'* 
Cory, a Democrat running for 
Flournoy’s job, was highly criti­ 
cal of the commission’s record 
and said its failure to act quick­ 
ly has cost the state revenue. 
“We have been prodding and 
pushing the lands commission 
yet time and again it has shown 
a slowness to act,” Cory said. 
Flournoy said to keep the 
ceiling on oil would be subsidiz­ 
ing oil companies.

NEW ORLEANS (UPI) - 
America’s oil companies, just 
starting to enjoy increased gas­ 
oline supplies with the end of 
the Arab oil boycott, are en­ 
countering new shortages in 
drilling rigs, steel pipe and 
other essential supplies. 
And it might take several 
years for supply to catch up 
with demand 
“ It was only a few months 
ago when we weren’t having 
any offshore lease sales, the 
.Alaska pipeline was dead, you 
couldn’t build a refinery any­ 
where in this country,” Alden 
J. Laborde, president of the 
International Association of 
Drilling Contractors, said yes­ 
terday. 
“ Now they say, Where are 
the rigs?’’’ 
Laborde, also president of 
Odeco Drilling C ontractors, 
which owns 12 of the 50 to 66 
rigs operating in the Gulf of 
Mexico, says the roots of the 
supply problem go back several 
years. 
There was a cutback in Gulf 
drilling after the Santa Barbara 
oil spill in 1969. Lease sales that 
would have opened new territo­ 
ries in the Gulf were delayed 
and the trans-Alaska pipeline 
was mired in controversy about 
its environmental effects. 
Then the Arab oil boycott hit

and interest in domestic explo 
ration took an upward turn. 


But finding, collecting, refin­ 
ing and delivering oil products 
require specialized equipment. 
And much of it was gone. 


“ Many of our rigs went over­ 
seas where we didn’t have this 
problem , where governm ents 
were glad to have you," La­ 
borde said. 


"As of today we're still under 
a price freeze here. 
“There is a long lead-time to 
equip ourselves to be ready to 
d rill—three of four or five 
years. Rigs are going to be 
-.hort for a time, but it’s not 
only rigs. 
“We don’t have enough tubu­ 
lar goods 
If you had enough 
rigs you’d run out of enough 
pipe, for example. Helicopters, 
supply boats, drilling mud—as 
you solve any one of these 
things you move into the next 
problem." 
The renewed interest in do­ 
m estic exploration prom pted 
the federal government to issue 
leases on two new areas of the 
Gulf in the last four months. 
But Laborde said the easing of 
the Arab oil boycott might re­ 
verse the trend.

Smith, Robert Lee Grant and 
Ben A. Farlatti, all of Tiburon 
Division Five includes most 
of Sausalito and Tamalpais Val­ 
ley. Marin City, Tiburon and 
Belvedere. The division former­ 
ly was represented by Dr Ron­ 
ald T. Stafford, who resigned. 
Winner of the election will be 
seated immediately. 
Mrs. Smith, 48, a homemak­ 
er, 
said 
she supports the 
present moratorium on new wa­ 
ter connections as ‘‘a short 
term measure” to allow the 
district to plan for the future 
i t should not be used as a tool 
for no growth," she said 
She advocated building the 


intertie pipeline with the North 
Marin County Water District. 
for which funds were approved 
by voters in 1970. 


"It is a separate project," 
she said, "it is not part of a 
larger project to bring Russian 
River water to Marin." She 
pointed out that the intertie 
involves importing only 4,000 
acre-feet of water during winter 
months. 


Mrs. Smith supported raising 
water levels at Kent and Nica- 
sio reservoirs to increase sup­ 
ply and rejected dam m ing 
Walker Creek as damaging to 
the environment 


She called for a voluntary IO 
per cent cutback in water use 
by consumers and pointed to

Trial In Strike Suit 
Moved From Marin 


Retired 
Possible

Retirement is a word that has 
no place in Felice (Phil) Sidari s 
vocabulary. So the 77-year-old 
Corte M aderan this month 
opened a new repair business in 
a small shop behind his home 
at 320 Willow Avenue 
i "I just want to keep myself 
from going crazy and to supple­ 
ment my income,” he said with 
a bright twinkle in his eye as he 
discussed the new' venture. 


A successful San Francisco 
businessman for more than 30 
years, Sidari sold his repair 
business in the city earlier this 
month. He found, however, that 
he could not accept the "take it 
easy" role of a retired person 


“ All I want is something to 
keep me busy, to keep me from 
sitting in front of the televi­ 
sion,” he said. 


To that end. he has purchased 
new tools, repair equipm ent 
and supplies to outfit a com­ 
plete repair shop in what used 
to be a small storage shed 
behind his home. 


Sidari is contacting hardware 
store owners in Central Marin 
and asking them to accept 
items for repair. He will then 
pick up the items, take them to 
his shop for repair and take 
them back to the hardware 
store where they can be re­ 
turned to the owner 


He also plans to accept items 
for repair which are brought to 
his home, But lie said he will 
not visit private homes to pick 
up or return items 


The "fix it" profession was 
not Sidon s first calling in life 
but evolved from the making of 
artificial limbs

A native of Italy, he came to 
the United States as a boy and 
was reared in Brooklyn where 
he attended public schools and 
graduated from high school. 
His fam ily moved to San 
Francisco in 1912 when his fath­ 
er, a sea captain and charter 
member of the Crab Fisher­ 
men’s Association of San Fran­ 
cisco, decided to return to the 
fishing business. 
Shortly after arriving in San 
Francisco, Sidari was "stealing 
a ride” on a streetcar when he 
was spotted by a conductor who 
pushed him off the moving car 
which proceeded to run over his 
leg. 


"I got up and walked on the 
bone over to the sidewalk," 
Sidari remembered. "I guess 
you do some crazy things when 
you are young.” 


Sidari received an artificial 
limb and after attending a San 
Francisco business school for 
a flout a year returned to the 
limb maker who gave him a job 
as ail office boy for $4 a week 


The ambitious youth was not 
satisfied with either the job or 
the wages and was soon as 
apprentice in the limb-maker’s 
shop, receiving $3 a day 
Sidari worked with several 
artificial limb makers in San 
Francisco until deciding to de­ 
velop some ideas of his own as 
an inventor in 1941. 
He rented a small store with 
living quarters in he rear and 
began to develop artificial 
limbs which he said were far 
different from those of the 
time 


"But it was war time and you 
couldn’t buy a thing, not a fork 
or knife or anything. People 
would see the place lit up at 
night and they would bring 
things in to be fixed." he said. 


"So from that business (artifi­ 
cial imb development) I went 
into this one by accident," he 
laughed. 


The one-man operation be­ 
came Phil's Electric Co. Sidari 
eventually took on a partner. 
He moved to Corte Madera in 
1952. He drove to the city five 
days each week until selling the 
business to his partner earlier 
this month. 


"I had wanted to retire the 
last eight years." Sidari adm it­ 
ted. 
But when the full impact of 
retirement hit him, he quickly 
developed the repair business 
behind his home 
"I want just enough business 
to keep me busy three or four 
hours a day,” he said. 
The remaining time will be 
taken up with more traditional 
activities of a person living on 
$239 from social security each 
month. The Marin Rod and Gun 
Club member plans to do quite 
a bit of fishing and the straw­ 
berries and blooming plants in 
ms garden give testimony to his 
horticultural abilities. 
But to devote too much time 
to those activities would be the 
same as being in retirement 
and that’s not Sidari s idea of 
living out one’s days. 
"What have I got, about IO 
years left?” he asked philo­ 
sophically. "I might as well 
keep busy in the meantime," 


The Independent-Journal s 
si2 million damage suit in con­ 
nection with a 20-month print­ 
ers’ >trike and related violence 
will be held outside Marin, a 
superior court judge has ruled.

The Richardson Bay Flood 
Control Zone board has aksed 
the county supervisors to ap­ 
prove a 1974-75 zone budget of 
$383,000, down $108,000 from 
this year’s spending program. 
Charles Shinnamon. junior 
civil engineer for the county, 
said that the board last week 
also asked for a tax rate of 23 
cents per $100 assessed valua­ 
tion, the same as this year’s 
rate. 
The budget and property tax 
rate will he discussed by super­ 
visors in June. 
The board expects to raise 
about $235,000 in property taxes 
in 1974-75, about the same as 
was raised this year, according 
to Shinnamon. The rest of the 
budget is met through funds 
saved from previous years for 
various projects. 
The board has budgeted $115,- 
000 for construction and repairs 
for next year, he said, including 
five improvements in Tamal­ 
pais Valley Area drainage and 
one drainage project on Lomita 
Drive in Mill Valiev. 
This year, spending for con­ 
struction and repairs totalled 
$441,000. 
Other budget totals with this 
year’s figures in parentheses 
include; reserved. $180,000 
($6$,OOO); salaries, $68,000 ($65,- 
000), and supplies and equip­ 
ment. $20,000 ($17,000).

Rafael. He is going to try out with Hawaii of the 
WFL, the team every­ 
one seems to want to 
play for. 
But there is one condi­ 
tion: 
The league will 
have to use a certain 
kind of ball. 
The other day at a 
coaches clinic at Uni­ 
versity of California, 
B erkeley, Tovani got 
into a conversation with 
a group of coaches, in­ 
cluding Hawaii’s head 
man, Mike Giddings. 
Since Tovani is on the 
prom otional 
staff of 
Spalding as one of his 
sidelights, the subject of 
brands 
of fo o tb a lls 
came up. What kind of football would the WFL be 
using? 
The decision hasn't been made yet, Giddings 
told Tovani, but it was a certainty the WFL 
wouldn’t be using the National Football League’s 
Wilson. 
“ I ll tell you what," said Tovani to Giddings. 
“I’ll sign with your club on condition you use 
Spalding footballs." Answered Giddings: “ You've 
got yourself a deal." 


THE BALL TOVANI is pushing is a J-5V, the 
ball the American Football League used before 
its merger with the NFL. It was with the AFL 
Oakland Raiders that Tovani had a brief tryout in 
IWO. Thirty-three at the time, he became the 
“oldest rookie" of the AFL. 
It was the Raiders’ first year in the AFL and 
Tovani signed a contract and reported to head 
coach Eddie Erdelatz. The coach’s first order 
was tor Tovani to put on football shoes and the 
second order was to play linebacker in a scrim­ 
mage. It took only one scrimmage play to end 
Tovani’s AFL career. He tried to make a tackle 
and ended up with a broken arm. 
Not content to have the distinction of being the 
oldest AFL rookie, Tovani wants to become the 
WFL’s oldest rookie. And, he laughs, "How many 
times does a Hawaiian football team go after a 
barefoot kicker from the mainland?" 


TOVANI, WHEN HE’S not kicking footballs 
through windows, across streets or on rooftops 
(he even tried to kick one across the Truckee 
River once), is a medical supply dealer. He says 
his football tryout won’t jeopardize his business. 
Although he’s going out with the idea of making 
the team, Tovani said, "If it works out, fine. I’m 
being realistic. I still laugh a lot, but my head is 
screwed on better. . .I’m more mature now. If it 
doesn’t work out it wouldn’t be the end of the 
world. 
“I would not jeopardize my business. If it came 
to a choice I would keep my business." 
Tovani has also been in contact with former pro 
place kicker Mike Murcer, now in charge of 
scouting for the WFL. Murcer saw duty with six 
different NFL clubs, including the Oakland Raid­ 
ers. 


TO SAVE THE cost of sending all the players 
trying out for the team to Hawaii, tryouts are 
going to be held in Riverside in June. In fact, the 
team is scheduled to play three games on the 
mainland before going "home" to Honolulu. 
Tovani is going about this very seriously, 
working out by kicking more than IOO field goals 
a day. He expects to get his weight down IO 
pounds to his "kicking weight" of 193. Actually, 
he’s in fine physical shape, especially for a man 
who is getting dangerously near the half-century 
mark. 
A year older than the Raiders’ George Blanda, 
Tovani is out to prove something to himself. Like 
all of us, Tovani is trying to hold on to a piece of 
his youth. He finds his fountain of youth with the 
contact of bare toe to football. It’s his way.

Injunction 
Sought On 
3 Players 


DALLAS (UPI) - The Dallas 
Cowboys, fighting the World 
Football League on two fronts, 
today successfully won a brief 
delay in a state court fight to 
await the outcom e of their 
struggle in federal court. 
The Cowboys had hoped to 
win a temporary injunction in a 
state court which would forbid 
the WFL from signing any 
more Cowboy players and 
would also keep the players 
already signed —Craig Morton, 
Calvin Hill and Mike Montgom­ 
ery —from trying to lure any of 
their teammates to the new 
league. 
The WFL retaliated Monday, 
however, by obtaining a federal 
court order in Houston which — 
in effect —wiped out what the 
Cowboys were trying to do in 
state court. 
Cowboy attorney M arshall 
Simmons flew to Houston early 
today to try to win a reversal of 
that federal court order, and 
left an aide to struggle with the 
state court fight against newly 
hired 
WFL 
attorney 
Tom 
McDade. 
A state judge agreed to a 
delay until 3 p m 
today in 
order for the federal court fight 
to be resolved before proceed­ 
ing with the Cowboys’ original 
suit. 
U.S. District Judge Woodrow 
Seals’ action in Houston was a 
tem porary restraining order 
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against the National Football 
League, 
and 
specifically the 
Cowboys, which has sought to 
keep the WFL from raiding its 
franchises. 
The order may also end a 
hearing in Cincinnati that seeks 
to keep the WFL from signing 
any players under contract to 
the Cincinnati Bengals 
The C incinnati and D allas 
franchises of the NFL are the 
only ones that have filed court 
suits aginst the WFL, although 
sources in Miami said the world 
champion Dolphins were plan­ 
ning some sort of legal action 
this week 
The restraining order granted 
by Seals enjoins the Cowboys, 
the Bengals or any other NFL 
team from enforcing any tem ­ 
porary injunction or temporary 
restraining orders against their 
players, the WFL or WFL own­ 
ers. 
It further enjoins the Cow­ 
boys and the NFL from filing or 
instituting 
any 
civil 
suits 
against plaintiffs (the players 
or the WFL). 
A federal judge allowed the 
Cincinnati Bengals’ temporary 
restraining order against the 
WFL to expire yesterday but a 
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hearing was scheduled to con­ 
tinue today on the Bengals’ 
request to make that injunction 
permanent 
Seals’ ruling how­ 
ever. could end that hearing as 
well as a similar one scheduled 
to begin today in Dallas in 
which the Cowboys were ex­ 
pected to ask for a 90-day 
extention of its temporary re­ 
straining order. 
Three Cowboys—Calvin Hill, 
Craig Morton and Mike Mont­ 
gomery—have signed w ith WFL 
teams 
The restraining order 
won by the Cowboys would pre­ 
vent any more Cowboys from 
signing and it would prohibit 
those three players from adver­ 
tising the WFL. 
But a source connected with 
the WFL’s countersuit told UPI 
today the Seals’ order in Hous­ 
ton nullifies any action the Cow­ 
boys might take and it also 
permits the WFL to renew its 
efforts to sign NFL players. 
The WFL has also signed 
such NFL stalwarts as Larry 
Csonka, Ken Stabler. Paul War­ 
field and Daryle Lamonica. 
The WFL source also said its 
suit will transfer all the legal 
action from Dallas to Houston. 
49ers' Krueger Retires After 15 Years 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
After 15 National Football 
League seasons with the San 
Francisco 49ers, defensive tac­ 
kle Charlie Krueger is hanging 
up his cleats. 
Krueger said yesterday his 
decision was ‘‘fin al.’’ Coach 
Dick Nolan previously talked 
Krueger out of retirement in 
1968 and Krueger did not miss a 
game in those next six years. 
The 49ers picked Krueger as 


their first round draft choice 
from Texas AAM in 1958. Now 
37. Krueger said yesterday “ I 
delayed announcing my retire­ 
ment for personal reasons but I 
plan to live and work in private 
business in the San Francisco 
Bay area. 
“The defense isn’t hurt.’’ said 
Krueger, “ Stan Hindman is 
coming back fine and there’s 
still a Krueger (Charlie’s broth­ 
er. Rolf) with the 49ers.” 


But Nolan wasn't so sure the 
man they called the “ textbook 
tackle” won’t be missed. 
The usually taciturn coach 
showed rare emotion when he 
>aid ‘‘Charley has been a great 
one for us and he is also a very 
special guy. I just wish he were 
IO years younger.” 
Krueger missed his rookie 
season with a broken arm but 
became a starter in the defen­ 
sive line the following season. 


He appeared in the Pro Bowl in 
1961 and 1964 and in the latter 
year won the “ Len Eshmont 
A w ard.” which is annually 
presented to the player voted 
the top 49er by his teammates. 
Krueger entered the local so­ 
cial scene when he married the 
daughter of San Francisco Op­ 
era director Kurt Adler. 
She concurred yesterday that 
“ it s just time for him to quit. I 
want him in good health.”

urban sprawl. 
“ Within a scant 25 years we 
will pave over for highways and

Police Discussion A Quiet One 


Belvedere’s entire six-man 
police department showed up 
last night for a city council 
meeting to listen to discussion 
of a report from an efficiency 
expert who had recommended a 
possible cut to five policemen. 
Any dissension that might 
have been expected, however, 
failed to materialize, and the 
whole m atter of the police de­ 
partm ent operation was turned 
over to a committee to report 
on later. 


The management consultant 
firm, Kilmer and Spencer, who 
made a $5,500 study of the 
Belvedere city government, had 


suggested that the city might 
be able to save money by get­ 
ting rid of one policeman. The 
report also commended the de­ 
partment. 
O fficer Ja m e s M oulton, 
though, representing the Belve­ 
dere Police Association, said 
that although there is a “popu­ 
lar feeling. .. this is a very safe 
and secure" town, “only police 
realize how insecure it is. We 
can’t be everywhere at once,” 
he said. 
He also said it is “hard to be 
well motivated" in a small 
town and reducing the force 
would probably make it more 
difficult. 


Another question that had 
been asked by the consultants 
(“ When should police arrest 
residents guilty of drunk driv­ 
ing and when should an officer 
just make sure a resident stops 
driving and goes home by other 
means?”) was hashed over a 
bit. 


Both Chief John W. Jaeger 
and the council agreed that 
police should either arrest ev­ 
eryone guilty of drunken driv­ 
ing or no one, no differentiating 
between residents and nonresi­ 
dents. 
The consultants also had sug­ 
gested that the police depart­ 


ment needed direction by the 
city council, and asked if there 
was precedent for such a poli 
cy, consultant David Kilmer
